An Indian artist and sp STC. pupil | 
of Dr. Tagore—has composed a book, illus- 
trated by his own drawings and many 
photographs, which enables the Western 
reader to gain a very fair impression of 
that strange, exotic shrine of Buddhist 
art. Ajanta is one of the most im- 
portant art monuments of the world; for 
it is the chief surviving relic of the golden 
period of the Buddhist culture, which 
once filled half the Asiatic Continent with 
things of beauty, now decayed or destroyed. 
It is said that some of the world’s most 
exquisite paintings were produced by 
“amail Buddhists, but their works are 
ost. 

Ajanta owes its survival partly to its 
remoteness and partly to its ctirious 
structure. A me nim shows us the 
scarp of a mighty cliff in stony country, 
with a thin rift of sculptured porticoes 
which are the openings of tunnel-like 
caves cut into the interior. In a word, a 
great hill has been carved into a temple, 
with geological strata for its massive 
walls, 

There are twenty-nine caves, four of 
which are completed chapels formerly 
used by Buddhist monks for united 
worship. The remaining twenty-five are 
Buddhist monasteries, each with a central 
hall surrounded by cells and a sanctuary. 
The first two caves were excavated about 
the time of Asoka, so that the whole 
shrine contains relics of the progress of 
Buddhism from its earliest days. 

It is impossible to convey in words the 
charm of Mr. Mukul Dey’s book. He 
describes his journey to Ajanta and his 
experiences: there, and he discourses on the 
mythology depicted in the paintings and 
all in a graceful yet vivid 
language, so that his book holds us like 
one of Borrow’s. The photographs exhibit 
the rugged strength of the primitive rock 
architecture, but Mr. Dey’s drawings of 
the wall paintings are altogether 
fascinating. Here we see the real life and 
the legendary doings of Gautama Buddha 
depicted in the cool, yet intense, flat 
colours of Indian art, and many historic 
scenes of princely life in distant Indian 
days, a strange mixture of the barbaric 
and the refined. The spirit of Buddhism, 
with its gentle piety, like the coolness of 
night that falls after the fierce heat of 
the Indian day, speaks from these draw- 
ings, and enables us to come closer to the 
Indian mind than in any Western writer's 
pages. Mr. Mukul Dey has enabled’ his 
race to speak to us in the universal tongue 
of art. 

Mr. Laurence Binyon contributes a pre- 
face in which he says of Mr. Dey that 

‘he is one of those Indians who seek to 
revive the art of India in the Indian 
spirit. And it is to Ajanta that the 
modern Indian artist rightly turns, or 
should turn; for there is nothing really 
antiquated in those frescoes—they still 
radiate life; they show what the Indian 
genius could achieve on a grand. scale in 
the pest, and may achieve again.

A FRENCH BOSWELL. 

M. Brousson spent eight years as com- 
panion and secretary to Anatole France, 
and he has now produced a Boswellian 
record of the sayings of his master. The 
book is as clever and as interesting as one 
would expect. Anatole France was born 
of a most ordinary bourgeois Parisian 
family. His father was a bookseller, and, 
beyond a somewhat boring affection for 
Chateaubriand, had no special character- 
istics. As a boy, the genial cynic, like 
Voltaire, went to a school conducted by 
seminarists—from the name “ Stanislaus ”' 
we may infer the Jesuit fathers. 
Favouritism for the children of the 
nobility or of the officials prevailed. 
Anatole was reared a pious Catholic by a 
devout mother, attended the usual 
religious devotions, and, in addition, a 
school conference (which the 2uthor mis- 
translates “' debate’’) of St. Vincent de 
Paul. Unattractive food was served, and a 
pupil droned out “ Rollin’s “ Lives of the 
Saints ” during the meal. “ My belief 
is that this pious stuff, swallowed with the 
messes given us, contributed not a little to 
make me a sceptic.’’ 

With that peculiar turn ‘for paradox 
which characterises humanity, France 
delighted in the society of clerics. He was 
quite impartial in his attitude towards 
revelation. ‘Gordon Bennett’s concep- 
tion of God was very much his own—in 
fact, peculiarly Protestant. He asked me 
ence for a short story for the illustrated 
Easter number of the New York Herald.”’ 
France sent on the first episode in 
‘*Pierre Blanche.”’ The American paid, 
| but was afraid to publish the story. 
“ Make fun,.if you like, of the other! 
Apostles, . . . of the Popes, of the 
Pope, of all the saints in Paradise—but 
not a word against St. Paul. We should 
lose readers.’” American heterodoxy had 
to proceedon certain well defined lines. 
We cannot quote al] that is said of 
Napoleon, but sanity is the prevailing 
note. ‘‘ Napoleon was a sublime buffoon,’’ 
with the good sense of the common folk 
from whom he sprang. France reiterated 
the now old theory that the man was 
impotent, and that this abnormality drove 
him on to his lust for glory and advertise- 
ment. 

One of the most interesting passages is 

the duel with an Abbé:—‘‘ Your ideas on 
eternity, hell and purgatory are not the 
same as those entertained by a serving 
wench of forty years ago. Well, my 
dear Abbé, you who are so devout and are 
the luminary of vour parish, you are a 
Protestant.- Withou: your being aware of 
it, of course. Don't attempt to deny it; 
the whole of the Holy Roman Catholic 
Church is so with you. The preachers of 
to-day don't preach any longer in the 
pulpit; they plead, they devote themselves 
to apologetics and exegetics. . . 
Every one chips away at the Church’s 
dogma till he has what suits him. 
And Hell! Do you speak much of that? 
I know well, Abbé, that you do not deny 
the existence of Hell; only you believe 
that there is no one in it.” 

When France was twenty, his father 
learnt with horror that he was a Repub- 
lican, like all the young men of his class. 
He attended the lectures of M. Beulé, a 
professor who, under colour of relating 
the history of Tiberius or Germanicus, 
attacked the Liberal Empire. Nero, 
Tiberius and Caligula were Napoleon 
III. ; Poppwa and Mameling, the Empress 
Eugénie. The man was applauded, but 
after the fall of the Empire he was very 
small beer. ‘‘ There are men like that. 
In the dust of a riot they look like statues. 
At ordinary times they are scarecrows 
made of old frock-coats stuffed with 
straw."’ The many lovers of Anatole 
France will heartily thank his clever and 
industrious Boswell. 
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STRAWS IN THE WIND. 

Our. countryman, Commander H. G. 
Stoker, now an actor, was for years a naval 
officer, and if ever he turns to literature 
for a career he will excel therein also; 
for his essay in autobiography is a spirited 
and engrossing book. Commander Stoker 
began his naval career as a cadet aboard 
Prince Louis of Battenberg’s ship, the 
Implacable, in 1901, at the age of sixteen. 
Promoted to sub-lieutenant, he volunteered 
for the submarine service—then in the ex- 
cag Oy period. “ The boats were tiny, 

little cigar-shaped things filled with 
masses of machinery."’ Later he became 


captain of Submarine A E 2, lent to the 
Australian Navy, and he describes the ex- 
citing voyage across the world in that

The British Fleet was joined at shelter 
under the lee of Tenedos—doubtless, Com- 
mander Stoker quoted his Est in conspectu 


Tenedos as he sighted his goal. 

After a couple of weeks’ study of the problems 
involved, I formed the Fhia that an attempt to 
dive ‘submarine right through the Dardanelles 
strait snd into the Sea Py Marmora held sufficient 
eRence of success to justify the attempt being 
made. 

Cemmander Stoker tells—and the reader 


will read with all the zest that he brought | ' 
as a boy to a tale of Henty—how he 
planned the exploit which was to startle 
the Turkish defences and bring the war 
into the very gates of Constantinople. 
How he and his craft ran the gauntlet 
and made the first submarine passage of 
the Dardanelles—how they went aground, 
how they fought, how they rose in a mine- 
field, how they played hide and seek in 
the water with enemy destroyers, and lost 
control, sinking and rising wildly; how 
they were hit at a forced rising, and how 
the crew scrambled from the mortally 
wounded and sinking vessel: all this 
tae a thrilling narrative, splendidly 
told. 

This was not the end of Commander 
Stoker’s adventures. As a prisoner amon 
the Turks he went through painful an 
laughable experiences with comrades 
whose gaiety and courage and loyalty 
make them as dear to the reader as to the 
writer. How an escape was planned and 
how the directions were smuggled past the 
censor, makes more exciting reading. We 
have read many books of war memories, 
but none that held us enthralled like 
Commander Stoker's narrative; and at the 
end we rub our eres with astonishment on 
realising from the foreword that it was 
all true.

VENICE. 

Who has not felt the charm of Venice— 
that dream city, ‘‘ like a miracle of opal 
or pear! ee the bosom of an undulating 
lake 7” oetry, romance, the pageantrv 
and beauty which are so lacking in the 
drab surroundings of our modern indus- 
trial towns seem called into being by the 
very sound of her name. In ‘ Venice. 
Past and Present” a Studie special 
number, the inspiration of Venice to art 
forms the main theme. The introductory 
text, by Mr. Selwyn Brinton, touches on 
the different phases of Venetian life from 
its earliest development to our own day. 

Mr. Brinton writes as one who knows 
his subject thoroughly, and has success- 
fully coped with the difficulty of con- 
densing an enormous mass of material into 
a limited number of pages of interesting 
reading. The chapter on the splendour of 
Venice is an excellent illustration of this. 
His summary adds interest to the fine 
series of plates which make up the main 
portion of the book. These plates, number- 
ing over 130, are reproductions from the 
works of those artists who from the Middle 
Ages to the present day have recorded 
their impressions of Europe’s most 
beautiful city. 

It is interesting to note the difference 
between ‘the impressions of the moderns 
and those of the earlier masters. 
Beautiful as they are in colour and 
poetic imagination, Sargent’s sketches 
will not convey to future generations the 
same knowledge of the Venice of our day 
as Guardi’s masterpieces have given us of 
the life there in his time, with its 
carnivals, masques and receptions. The 
moderns may rise superior to his detail, 
but how much we owe to these old painters 
in the knowledge they have given us of 
the dress, architecture and customs of 
their times!

A KING'S LETTERS. 

The letters in question are those of King 
Constantine of Greece, written during the 
years 1912 to 1923. Paola, Princess of 
Saxe-Weimar, was the recipient of these 
missives. In a preface Admiral Mark 
Kerr, C.B., M.V.O., insists that this 
monarch, far from being a double-dealer, 
was “a fine figure of a man, a kindly 
gentleman, and a King who always placed 
his country and his people before himself.” 
He was ‘‘ too honest to be a diplomat and 
too straight to battle against intrigue.’’ 
The ordinary reader probably will con- 
clude that Constantine took himself 
rather too seriously, although the plea of 
his bad health may be urged in explana- 
tion. During the first Balkan campaign 
he followed his armies on the field, and 
almost every day wrote a lengthy epistle 
te Princess Paola. 

Military historians will read this volume 
with considerable interest. Hardships 
were frequent, and even the royal leader 
often found a.-full ammunition box his 
only seat and a vile inn with a verminous 
bed the best accommodation possible for 
the night.

Extracts are 
giver. to refute the Venizelist allegations 
against King Constantine, and once again 
we meet the contention, so frequently 
urged to-day, that Mr. Lioyd-George’s 
Cretan confederate was net a trustworthy 
person.

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WEXFORD COUNCIL 
MAKES AMENDS. 


EX-POLICEMEN’S CHILDREN 
AND SCHOLARSHIPS.

THE BARRING RULE 
DELETED. 


—_— 


Wexford County Council adopted at 
its meeting this week a resolution to vary 
its university scholarship scheme so as 
to remove clause 6, which set out that 
" an applicant whose father is bearing 
arms in the service of the British Govern- 
ment, or who continued bearing arms till 
retired on pension, shall not be eligible 
for award of a university scholarship 
unless the retirement took place previous 
to 1919.’’ 

Recently the son of ex-Head Constable 
White (of the Royal Irish Constabulary) 
was declared ineligible for a scholarship, 
and the existence of the rule in the 
scheme was the subject of adverse com- 
ment in the Dail when attention was 
drawn to it by Captain Redmond, T.D. 

At the meeting of the Council last Tuesday, 
the Chairman (Mr. E. P. Foley) said that the 
clause had been left in the scheme since 
1921—‘‘ when things were hot in the country,’ 
a member remarked. 

Alderman Corish, T.D., referring to the 
matter, said that he held no brief for ex-Head 
Constable White or any Oop ayy but 
even if he were the biggest ruffian in the force 
his child should not be treated in that manner 
or have the sins of his father visited on him. 
They knew that many policemen’s sons and 
daughters rendered valuable assistance when 
wanted in the Irish cause, and they did not 
know but that if the boy in question had 
reached the age he might have been as good 
as any other in that respect. He looked upon 
the clause as a breach of the Constitution, 
under which every citizen was supposed to be 
given fair treatment. i 

The Chairman said that the scheme had 
been printed and published with that clause 
contained in it, and the Council at its former 
meeting had been obliged to act accordingly. 
Before they could depart from that decision 
notice of motion to delete the clause would 
have to be given. 

Alderman Corish suggested that the clause 
was ultra vires as a breach of the Constitu- 
tion, and therefore inoperative. 

Mr. M. Doyle, T.D., said that he thought 
as soon as the question was raised that the 
Council ought to give the matter considera- 
tion again. He knew the father, who had 
been in his district for years, and was 
' nothing outrageous.’’ He thought Captain 
Redmond and Mr. White had been ill-advised 
to bring up the matter in the Dail: they 
should have gone to the Council first. 

Mr. Elgee, the Council's solicitor, said that 
when the clause was put in the Constitution 
had not been passed. As the scheme stood, 
the Council could not have done otherwise 
than what they had done. 

Alderman Corish said that they should not 
shelve the matter. “If we do a thing and 
think it is wrong, we should say so” He 
“|: a motion to remove the clause. 

Mr. J. Shannon seconded the proposition. 

Mr. M. Cloney moved as an amendment 
that no action be taken. 

Mr. J. Pender said that some members of 
the Government were much worse than ever 
the R.I.C. were and were more against the 
country. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Cloney’s amendment was put, and 
was voted for by Messrs. J. Byrne, P. Lennon, 
M. Cloney, Sean O'Byrne, M. M. O'Donoghue, 
D. Kavanagh and the Chairman—7. Against 
the amendment there voted Messrs. J. 
Pender, J. Shannon, M. Byrne, P. Hayes, 
M. Doyle, T.D.; J. Lawlor, C. Culleton and 
R. Corish—8. Mr. J. Hall did not vote. 

Alderman Corish’s motion was then put 
and adopted.

SCHOOL OF PATHOLOGY 
AT GRANGEGORMAN., 


RESIDENT SUPERINTENDENT’S 
REPORT. 


The suggestion of the Minister for Local 
Government regarding the establishment of a 

thological laboratory at Grangegorman 

ental Hospital, Dublin, was the subject of 
a special report by Dr. J. O'C. Donelan, the 
Resident Medical Superintendent, which was 
submitted yesterday at a meeting of the Joint 
Committee of the hospital. 

The Chairman, Alderman J. M. Stanley, 
said that control should be vested in the 
Committee, and not in any outside authority. 
He did not think that a “‘ dying committee 
like theirs should take any definite steps; 
the best thing was to refer the matter t the 
new committee. 

It was decided to send a copy of the 
doctor’s report to the Local Government De- 
partment for an expression of the Depart- 
ment’s views and to defer action 

In his report Dr. Donelan stated that the 
pathologica! laboratory at Grangegorman 
might be developed into a valuable centre for 
work and study, but he did not think that 
there could be much field for it as a teaching 
centre in the immediate future, as there are 
at used three excellent schools of pathology 
in Dublin. 

The scheme of creating a central laboratory 
for all the mental hospitals of Ireland, to 
be of any use, would involve the appoint- 
ment of a really first-class man, who had 
proved himself to be devoted to pathological 


work, and who would necessarily command a’ 


substantial salary. He would also require 
one, or probably two assistants. The expenses 
would considerable, and although Dr. 
Donelan is not without hope that something 
of this kind may ultimately be attained, and 
ought to be aimed at, he feels sure that the 
best results would be obtajned by beginning 
on the small scale and developing as circum- 
stances indicate.

ANOTHER ATTACK ON THE 
GUARANTEE. 

NO EXTRA COST TO THE 
TENANTS. 


When the motion for the second reading 
of the Land Bonds Bill was taken in the 
Free State Senate yesterday, Mr. Linehan 
objected to the British Government's 
guarantee for the redemption of the securi- 
ties and the payment of interest in 
sterling. 

He maintainéd that the acceptance of 
the guarantee meant that farmers who pur- 
chased their holdings under the Act of 
1923 would have to pay a further. sum 


of £3,000,000. 

The arrangement under the Act of 1925 
was an equitable one to tenants and land- 
lords, and it was come to on the assumption 
that the bonds would bear their natural 
value in the money market of the day. It 
was never stated that a Britic: guarantee 
would be given which would increase the 
value of the bonds. He held that if there

State ought ts come forward and pay the 
amount that would be added to the.tenants’ 
liability. 

The Chairman said that if the security 
were enhanced the value of the bonds would 
be increased. 


TENANTS NOT AFFECTED. 

Mr. Bennett said that the increase in the 
value of the bonds would not affect the sum 
which the farmers would have to pay. He 
took it, that the more the owners o property 
were fairly treated the more would they 
leave their money in the country, especially 
when they felt the security to be a good 
one. For that reason he welcomed the bill, 
and he felt confident that in no way would 
it prejudice the interests oí the tenants who 
had bought. 

Dr. Gogarty characterised. Mr. Linehan’s 
proposal as monstrous, and said that if it 
were adopted it would debauch the security, 
so that farmers might be able .to buy Land 
Bonds at a low price. 

Mr. McLaughlin said that, so far as he 
understood it, the ordinary farmer would get 
no relief, but the rich one who could afford 
to redeem the bonds would benefit. 

Mr. Blythe, Minister for Finance, said 
that Senator Linehan was under a misappre- 
hension. His proposal would depreciate the 
value of the bonds, but the repayment of tho 
interest by the tenants would not be affected 
by the increased price of the bonds in the 
market. There would be no additional bur- 
den thrown upon the tenants by the bill: If 
there were a big issue of Land Bonds the 
price would «sink, and the result--would be 
that the National Loan would be dragged 
down also, and that would affect the price 
at which future borrowings could be made 
by the State. 

The tenants would lose nothing by the bill, 
but the State would gain substantially by 
being relieved of part of “its burden. 

The motion was then put from the Chair, 
and the second reading of the bill was car- 
ried without opposition, | 

The Documentary Evidence Bill was read 
a second time and | te committee stage of the 
Trade Loans Bill w s passed. 


DRAINAGE BILL. 

The Committee stage of 
Drainage Bill was taken. 

Mr. Barrington moved an amendment to 
Section 2, the object of which was to give 
the persons whose lands were injured by 
water, or which were capable of being im- 
proved by drainage, liberty to apply to the 
Commissioners of Public Works, as well as to 
the County Council, to have drainage works 
executed. He said that his object was to 
secure that if the County Council refused to 
do the work the Commissioners should be 
empowered to do it. 

Professor O'Sullivan, who had charge of the 
bill in the Dail, said that the main purpose 
of the bill was to get rid of existing Drainage 
Boards, and not to set up new ones, as seemed 
to be Mr. Barrington’'s object. 

Mr. Barrington—Quite. 

Professor O'Sullivan said that Drainage 
Boards had been ineffective in no fewer than 
sixty districts which had been examined 
recently. 

The Chairman—If the County Council 
turned down a petition would not it he 
reasonable to give the petitioners the right 
to appeal to the Commissioners?’ 

Professor O'Sullivan said that the working 
of the Act would depend upon close co- | 
operation between the County Council and the 
Central authority. If a Drainage Board was 
established who would collect the rate’? It 
was impossible under the existing law for 
Drainage Boards to collect the rate. If it 
continued to be impossible then the Govern- 
ment would not advance money for drainage. 
The idea was to cast the responsibility on the 
County Council. 

Mr. Kenny said that he did not believe 
that much work would be done under the bill, 
because the liability was not clearly defined. 
The whole liability of costs of the work might 
rest on the petitioners eventually. 


COST MADE CLEAR. 

Professor O'Sullivan said that if they tried 
to give assistance to individual cases they 
would do damage in ever so many other 
cases, and that would operate against the 
whole idea of the bill. They had made every 
effort to see that the people would know 
what they were liable for before they agreed 
to a scheme. Everything would be set out 
before they committed themselves to the 
scheme. 

Sir Nugent Everard said that they seemed 
to be mizing up the second stage with the 
Committee stage. The debate seemed to be 
degenerating into a kind of conversazione. 
(Laughter. ) 

The Chairman—It was going to, but has 
not done so yet. (Laughter.) He added that 
he did not stop the fairly wide discussion 
because of the big principle involved. Where 
a County Council turned down a scheme, or 
there was a possibility of its turning down 
a good scheme, there should be either an 
appeal to the Commissions of Public Works or 
a direct approach to them at the choice of the 
local interest. That was the big question 
that they were debating, and it arose on 
an appropriate amendment. 

The House agreed to defer the matter and 
consider it on the Report stage, and the 
Committee stage of the bill was then passe. 


SHANNON BILL. 

The Report stage of the Shannon Electricity 
Bill, 1925, was next considered, and the House 
agreed to insert a new section, as follows :— 
“ If and whenever the execution of any works 
under this Act would, or might, involve the

grave national. importance that he will 
continue to act as Premier while he has 
a Parliamentary majority of any 
kind. ‘The Cartel des Gauches, which’ 
placed him in power, is divided hope- 
lessly on the Moroccan issue. Many 
Radicals are urging M. Painlevé to 
make peace with Abdel Krim before 
further lives are lost and further expense 
is incurred, The Conservatives, on the 
other hand, are strongly in favour of the 
Moroccan campaign, and the people, as a 
whole, are behind the Government. Much 
as they may deplore the present fighting, 
they seem to be determined to crush the 
Riffs once and for all. They know that 
anti-French influences are doing every- 
thing possible to increase the difficulties 
of Marshal Lyautey’s task. Attempts are 
being made to tamper with the loyalty of 
the Moroccan troops in the French Army 
of the Rhine; risings are being en- 
couraged throughout the French posses- 
sions in Africa, and it is quite clear 
that, if Abdel Krim is not beaten 
decisively, France’s tenure of her Colonial 
Empire will be in some danger. . 

The French Government's present plans 
are to wear down Abdel Krim’s resistance, 
and then to launch an offensive that will 
overwhelm his forces. To that end it is 
seeking the co-operation of the Spanish 
Government, and a conference has opened 
in Madrid between representatives of the 
French and Spanish armies. The French 
General Staff realises the dangers of a 
prolonged campaign in the desert against 
soldiers of the calibre of the Riffians. 
Marshal Lyautey proposes to. institute a 
rigorous blockade of the Riff territory, 
which, of course, would be impossible 
without Spanish help. All contraband 
will be excluded ; supplies will be stopped 
completely, and Abdel Krim will be 
isolated from the outside world. In effect, 
France and Spain are contracting an ad 
hoc alliance, but we presume that, as soon 
as its object has been achieved, each 
Government will re-assert its independence 
of action. For the time being, apparently, 
offensive operations will cease. Marshal 
Lyautsy proposes to rely on the efficacy 
of his blockade to bring Abdel Krim to 
reason ;. but if the Riffian leader continues 
to hold out, an attack on a really large 
scale will be launched at the end of a few 
months. In the meanwhile, the Franco- 
Spanish forces will draw a ring of steel 
round the Riffs. They will consolidate 
their position, increasing their strength 
in artillery and aircraft, in order that, 
when the time comes to attack, they may 
be able to gain a swift and sweeping 
victory. 

The French Government realises that 
a cessation of hostilities, even for a short 
period, is likely to be regarded as 
a sign of weakness by tribes which 
hitherto have remained more or less loyal 
to the French régime. For that reason 
Marshal Lyautey has been given a free 
hand. He has been instructed by Paris to 
“use all his talents as an administrator} 
and a diplomatist’’ to counteract the 
propaganda that will be made by Abdel 
Krim’s supporters. So far the Riffian 
leader has been unable to persuade other 
tribes to rise against the French, but 
there have been signs of unrest in Fez 
and other Moroccan centres, and at the 
first whisper of French impotence a 
general upheaval throughout Northern 
Africa might be expected. Such a 
calamity must be averted at all costs, and 
much will depend on the thoroughness of 
the blockade. The Riffs are past masters 
in the art of making their way through 
their opponents’ lines, and, unless the 
utmost vigilance is maintained, Abdel 
Krim’s envoys will have little difficulty in 
keeping contact with the rest of Northern 
Africa. The French have no illusions in 
the matter. Victory is essential to their 
existence as a Colonial Power, and any- 
thing less than complete victory will be 
defeat. In Abdel Krim they have an enemy 
who combines the military knowledge of a 
modern commander with all the fanaticism 
of a Mahdi. Until he is out of the way 
there never will be peace in Morocco, and 
until Morocco is at peace Europe never 
will be free from the threat of war. 


Reformatories. 


The reformatory schools of the Irish 
Free State, at Glencree and Artane, have 
accommodation for seven hundred lads, 
but at present they have only a hundred 
inmates between them. This would be 
good news if it indicated an improvement 
in the moral of young Ireland. It is, 
however, only too sadly notorious that 
juvenile crime has tended to increase in 
recent years. The turbulent times, the 
loosening of restraint, the bad example 
of elders and undesirable films and reading 
matter have combined to unsettle a young 
generation born and reared in those slums 
which are a standing denial of good home 
influences. Children are seen in the 
Dublin streets playing at “ambushes,” 
and it is small wonder that the young 
minds of which that play was an index 
have seen no great harm in law-breaking 
in earnest. President Cosgrave said in 
Dail Eireann yesterday that magistrates 
in recent years have showed themselves 
reiuctant to send lads to the reformatories, 
and have dealt with young criminals by 
giving them short spells of imprisonment 
from which they are released to return to 
a criminal environment. There is, doubt- 
less, a prejudice against the reformatories, 
rising from a hazy notion that the boys 
committed to those places of correction 
ate doomed to such hardships as befell 
Oliver Twist. This mistake would be dis- 
pelled if interested persons would visit the 
reformatories and see for themselves how 
mercy and .wisdom there administer 
careful training. instead of punishment. 
Glencree Reformatory has been re-named 
St. Kevin's Training School, signifying 
in its new title its purpose of nurturing 


brought to it from a debasing environ- 
ment. There is a grave responsibility in 
taking young lives into the charge of the 
State, but there is a graver one in leaving 
them at the mercy of criminal guardians. 
Many a boy has been fitted by St. Kevin's 
Training School to enter on a respectable 
and independent career who, left in the 
slums, might have beeome a worthless 
idler or a dangerous criminal, The 
wastrel and the criminal lay heavier 
charges on the nation than the few years’ 


» » » Amundsen’s Quest. 

The world will learn with relief that 
Captain Roald Amundsen and his 
comrades have returned safely, if not 
triumphantly, from their aerial flight into 
the Polar-regions. Nearly a month ago 
they made their heroic plunge in two 
aeroplanes into the Arctic skies, hoping to 
fly the six hundred miles from their base 
to the North Pole and to return within 
three days. For weeks they had been 
waiting advices of favourable weather. 
In the last fortnight of May it appeared 
in those high latitudes, although in these 
islands we were groaning still under cease- 
less rain and wind. Some among us hoped 
that the adventurers would make a success- 
ful flight, if only to discover one spot in 
which a ‘‘ week-end ”’ could be spent in an 
endurable climate. The allotted time 
passed, however, and the voyagers had not 
returned. Days lengthened into weeks, 
and admirers of the gallant explorers grew 
anxious. Disaster was feared, and now 
the news of the expeditionary party’s 
safety will be greeted with honest 
rejoicing. As we write, only scanty 
details of the adventure have arrived. 
It appears that the aeroplanes were 
perplexed by Arctic fogs and winds above 
the fogs, and were forced to descend 
in water which froze about them while 
observations were being taken. The frag- 
ments of Captain Amundsen’s message are 
as thrilling as passages from the logs of 
Jules Verne’s Voyages Extraordinaires ; 
for what was a story-teller’s fantasy in 
our boyhood is now sober truth. The 
travellers seem to have fallen short of 
their intended destination by about 120 
miles; but we doubt not that the in- 
domitable Norwegian captain will succeed 
in his next endeavour to fly to the summit 
of the earth.

TENANTS IN TOWNS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—The soil of an urban district is as 
much the soil of Ireland as that of a rustic 
district, and a thousand times more in- 
tensely reclaimed by valuable buildings, etc., 
than that which bears a portable | of 
oats or hay, with a few dry walls and a bush 
for a gate. Although it was the townsmen 
of Ireland who stood by Parnell when he 
gained seeurity of tenure for the half-yearly 
rural tenant, the unfortunate constructor who 
highly developed his little bit of urban terrt- 
tory on a short, despotic lease was differen- 
tiated against and even prevented from re- 
moving his cr.p (his house) on its expiry. 
If circumstance forced a townsman to sublet 
the house which his father’s brain and brawn 
built, he must yield it up when his short 
lease expires, while the sub-tenant, who 
never drove a nail in it, is protected. 

If a man owns a little house, he is not. 
necessarily a landlord; in nine cases out of 
ten he is a land (ground) tenant, It would 
only be common justice to protect the towns- 
men of Ireland, as well as the rancher, and 
extend their leases in perpetuity or grant 
them a right to purchase, particularly when 
no State assistance is sought. Construction 
at the present time is subsidised. It would 
be quite consistent, and in keeping with the 
gó Act of 1881, to protect the children of 
the pioneers who á sia spent their last 
shilling in building up their country when 
subsidies were unknown.—Yours, etc.,

THE EASTBOURNE ELECTION.

There has been a falling off in the Con- 
servative vote at Eastbourne, but that was 
expected ; for Sir Reginald Hall, the new 
member, follows an extremely popular 
man in Sir George Lloyd. The Conserva- 
tive candidate returns to Westminster, 
however, with a majority of considerably 
over seven thousand votes, so that it will 
serve, though it is a drop of some five 
thousand on the former election. The 
Liberal vote. shows an increase of some 
twelve hundred, but Mr, Harcourt John- 
stone has been a good Liberal candidate, 
while the misrepresentation concernin 
the Finance Bill and the Pensions Bil 
has undoubtedly had an effect. The 
Socialist vote showed a decrease. Sir 
Reginald Hall's return to the House of 
Commons will be warmly welcomed. He 
was member for the Derby Division of 
Liverpool in 1919 to 1923, and principal 
agent of the Conservative Party. During 
the war he was Director of Intelligence 
Division of the Admiralty War Staff, and 
can tell many thrilling stories of spies 
and their doings during those troubled 
years. 


The Chinese Trouble. 


Strong representations have been made 
to the Chinese Government regarding the 
murder of Mr. Mackenzie, the English 
engineer, at Shanghai. It is understood 
that great concern was expressed by the 
Chinese Foreign Minister, and that it was 
stated that special instructions had been 
issued for the protection of foreigners. Tha 
news generally from China appears to be 
rather alarming, but in British official 
circles there no great apprehension is felt. 
Evidence shows that the disorders are the 
work of paid agitators and of inflamed 
students, while the ordinary public holds 
aloof. The initial strike trouble in 
Shanghai mills has been greatly iaisrenre- 
sented, but it was adopted by the ex- 
tremists as a ready method of spreading 
trouble and disaffection. It is hoped that 
there may be'a radical change in tha 
a in the course of the next few 
ays. 


The Security Pact. 


The publication to-night of the full 
diplomatic exchanges between all the 
Powers concerned in the security pact 
proposal clears the way for the important 
debate which will take place next week, 
probably on Thursday. Mr. Chamberlain 
arrived home this evening, and is to see 
the Prime Minister to-morrow to give him 
a full account of the negotiations which 
have been taking place at Genera. 
Members of Parliament are deeply 
interested in the documents; for there 
is certain to be very grave discussion on 
the proposal. The views of the Dominions 
have to be obtained, and these wil! be a 
very important factor in the decisions to 
be made by the Government. 


Germany and Egypt. 


The Germahs have been given the righf 
by agreement between the Egyptian and 
German Governments to return to the 
country and resume domiciliary responsi- 
bilities again. The agreement was signed 
on Tuesday last, and Germans will ha 
able to take up business and commercial 
activities as before the war, while they 
are also granted treatment on the same 
footing as nationals of other States. The 
agreement, which guarantees nationals of 
both States reciprocal rights of sojourn 
and domicile, will now submitted to 
the Parliaments of the two countries for 
ratification. It will. not be long now 
before the Germans will once again be in 
much the same position in virtually every 
country as they were before the war. 


The Council of Nicaea. 


The present year is an important one 
in the international history of the Church 
of England; for next month at West- 
minster Abbey there will be celebrated by 
as many of orthodox Church representa- 
tives as are available the sixteenth 
centenary of the Council of Nicwa. Many 
of the representatives of various Balkan 
Churches and Near Eastern Churches are 
already here, and _ dignitaries from 
Churches farther Fast, such as the 
Patriarchs of Jerusalem and of Alex- 
andria, are expected within a week. There 
is great interest in the visit of the 
Patriarch Damianos of Jerusalem, no@ 
only because he is the first enthroned 
orthodox Patriarch to visit these islands, 
but because, since the interference by the 
Nationalist Turks with the Patriarchate 
of Constantinople, the position of this 
spiritual ruler of Palestine and of Trans- 
jordania has become of increasing import- 
ance in the world of Christendom. It is 
peculiarly interesting to note that the 
political aspect of this matter of the 
reunion of the orthodox Churches with tha 
Anglican Church is not being overlooked. 
Britain has hardly been .so close to the 
Orthodox Church since the time of the 
Crusades, but then she hel the Eastern 
Church to give way to the Western. It is 
a remarkable turn of the wheel that 
London is to take the place of Con- 
stantinople as the meeting ground of 
these orthodox prelates. 


Lerd Birkenhead's Articles.

NO LAND SIGHTED. 

Whilst flying Northwards we observed 
an area of about one hundred thousand 
square kilometres, reaching to about 88.30 
degrees North, without any indication of 
land. 

In view also of the depth disclosed bv 
our soundings think it im- 
probable that land will be found 
further North this side of the 
Norwegian Arctic Ocean. 


WHY THE POLE WAS ABANDONED. 

We came to the conclusion that there 
were no grounds for assuming that the 
eonditions would be such as to permit our 
landing further North, and that to land 
at the Pole with an opportunity to take 
observations and soundings was impos- 
tible 

We considered that only to fly over the 
Pole, without taking accurate observations 
of possibly merely ice, had no real signi- 
feance, and was not worth taking the 
great risks. 

We agreed, therefore, instead of continu- 
ing further North to lay a return course 
‘urther Fa:t in order to cross hither un- 
liscovered tracts.

We concentrated all our energies on get- 
ting one ‘plane clear—the N 25, and the 
following twenty-four days we experienced 
all kinds of difficulties, owing to the 
vagaries of the fickle Arctic Ocean. 

Eventually the N 25 was freed after the 
greatest exertion. The ‘plane, showing 
signs of strain, was lugged, however, prac- 
tically undamaged from the pack ice, on 
to a starting place we had levelled some 


distance away. 
. . CRACKS IN THE ICE. 

On June 14 cracks opened in the ice, 
which threatened to remove a third of our 
work on the ice. 

On the morning of June 15, without at- 
tempting to lengthen the levelled spot, trials 
were made. with greatly reduced load. 
Nearly the whole of the equipment was 
discarded, 

We kept only a few stores and a minimum 
quantity of petrol to enable us to proceed 
Southwards. 

THE HOMEWARD JOURNEY. 

The start succeeded, and the course set for 
the spot indicated at 10.40 a.m. After an ex- 
citing flight, partly through fog, we reached 
Cape North, North-East Land, after a flight 
of 8 hours 35 minutes. 

We then landed, and awaited favourable 
winds for a continuation of the flight, with 
the remaining 120 litres of petrol to a spot 
within range of the Hobby’s patrol area. 

Owing to the fog we estimate the area 
observed on the return trip at 60,000 square 
kilometres only. 

UNEXPLORED COUNTRY. 

The expedition has observed a total of 
100,000 square kilometres of hitherto unex- 
plored area. 

Immediately after landing the Norwegian 
sealer Sjoeliv, from Barrasfjord, passed 
westwards. We at once went out to it, and 
were gladly received on board, and the plane 
taken in tow. 

Towards night the wind freshened to a 
gale, so we were compelled to make for the 
shelter of the land on the west side of Lady 
Franklin's Bay, remaining there during the 
right. As there was no improvement on 
June 16, the nlane was secured on the land 
ice of this bay, and the members of the ex- 
pedition left with the Sjoeliv for King's Bay, 
in order to get petrol and bring the plane 
back later. 

We arrived at King’s Ray about 1 a.m. 

During the navigation the Goerz solar com- 
passes were of essential importance, operating 
entirely satisfactorily. 

PLANES PRAISED. 

No other plane but one of a Dornier type 
could have withstood the strain. Their 
peculiar construction, unlike any other, fitted 
them particularly to our requirements, 

The Rolls Royce engines in the first few 
hours secured our confidence, and net once 
during the later flight, without the pos- 
sibility of landing, did we feel the slightost 
anxiety. 

During our stay north the engines always 
started simultaneously and saved the plane 
when we were compelled to move it away 
from the threatening pack ice. ;

It was on his second Polar expedition 
begun in 1903, that he not only achieved 
his greatest sensation, but mace, perhaps, 
his most valuable contribution to science. 
It was then in the course of nearly three 
years spent in the frozen North that he 
established the fact that the North 
magnetic Pole is not a stationary point, 
but that its position was continually 


fluctuating. 
THE NORTH-WEST PASSAGE. 

His ship then was the forty-seven ton 
fishing smack Gjoa, and in “it, with a crew 
of only seven men, he sailed up Baffin Bay, 
and made th North-West passage, which 
had baffled generations of explorers. The 
world had given up Amundsen for lost, 
when, after an absence of almost two years, 
he appeared at Eagle City, Alaska, having 
made a long ski run from his frozen ship 
to replenish supplies. 

The North Pole had been the goal of 
Amundsen's ambition from the time his in- 
terest in . Polar exploration was _ first 
awakened, and it was a bitter disappoint- 


expedition maturing, he learned in 1910 that 
Peary had forestalled him. 
A RACE TO THE SOUTH POLE. 

This was why, after setting sail from 
Norway in Nansen’s old ship, the Fram, 
ostensibly for the North, he secretly changed 
his mind and determined to race Scott for 
the South Pole. He did not make his plans 
known to the world until he was lying off 
Madeira in September, 1910. 

The secrecy with which he had enveloped 
his plans came in for much adverse criticism 
at the time, but, at all events, Amundsen 
himself telegraphed to Scott before the latter 
was out of touch with civilisation announcing 
his plans. It is well remembered how 
Amundsen reached the South Pole on Decem- 
ber 14, 1911, a month ahead of Scott. 

FARTHEST SOUTH. 

After a first start, which had to be 
abandoned on account of the weather, 
Amundsen, with five companions, four 
sledges, and 52 dogs, finally set out from 
his ship in the Bay of Whales on October 
20. After. a journey of seven weel:s they 
reached the Pole, haying covered nearly one 
thousand miles over the ice and snow, and 
having at one point reached an altitude of 
11,000 feet. 

Amundsen spent three days making obser- 
vations at the Pole, and having left some 
records and food for Scott, he arrived back 
at his base on January 25, having covered 
the double journey of 1,860 miles in 99 days. 

Amundsen “attributed his success to his 
ability in hatidling dogs, and to the remark. 
able weather encounterei on the return 
journey. 


THE EARL OF CAVAN. 


NEW COLONEL OF IRISH

FOLLOWS BREAKDOWN IN 


HEALTH. 


A Reuter’s New York message announces 
the death of Senator La Follette, at the age 
of seventy. Death resulted from heart 
failure, induced by a general breakdown in 
health and bronchial asthma. 3 

At one stage in the contest for nomination 
as Republican candidate in the last Presi- 
dential election Senator La Follette was 
supported strongly. Associated all his life 
with his native State of Wisconsin, he was 
a typical “Middle West” representative. 
As such. he commanded an important in- 
fluence in rty counsels, and the. chiefs 
of the Republican Party found on various occa- 
sions that they could not afford to ignore him. 
In the post-war period he has been one of 
the strongest opponents of participation by 
the United States in the affairs of Europe, and 
was frequently able to check departure from 
* isolationist ' policy. 

His political eareer dates from about the 
time of his call to the Bar in. 1860. He was 
elected a member of Congress in 1885. In 
1903 he was elected Governor of Wisconsin, 
and in 1905 began his long service as Senator, 
which continued unbroken to his death. In 
his earlier days as a politician he won pro- 
minence in connection with measures affecting 
railways, being the chief influene? in securing 
the taxation of railway property on the same 
basis ag other property, and later the State 
control of railway rates. 7

WORK THAT COULD BE 
BEGUN THIS YEAR, 
EXPERTS ADVICE,

Our Poliúical Correspondent states. that 
Proíessor Mever-Peteris scheme for the re 
ulation of the River Barrow and its ‘ri- 
yutaries is likely to be a subject of dis 
cussion in the Dail before the summer recess 
The principal features. of the Professor's re- 
port were published in the Jrish Times yes- 
terday. 

” The report is extensive and detailed, and 
there are passages of local and engineering 
interest which have not been quoted. 

Outlining the programme of work under 
the new scheme, Professor Meyer-Peter re- 
marks that, in view of the character of the 
river, there can be no doubt that before any 
considerable operations are undertaken in the 
flooded areas upstream sufficient outlet must, 
first of all, be provided for the water below 
Carlow. A beginning must, therefore, be 
made, he says, either at Goresbridge or Mil- 
ford, the choice to be determined by the 
importance given to the floods below Mil- 
ford. It is his opinion that the work should 
be begun at Goresbridge. 

On the stretch of river between Gores- 
bridge and Athy he recommends that the 
sequence of the work be divided into the 
following phases:—(1) Construction of the 
six new weirs and the simultaneous construc- 
tion of the new navigation canal, including 
the locks. (2) Removal of the old weirs and 
rock reefs, and the widening and alteration 
of bridges. (3) The deepening and widening 
of the bed of the river, with simultaneous 
construction of the embankments and bank 
protection. 

REMOVAL OF OBSTRUCTIONS, 

On the Athy-Monasterevan stretch he re- 
commends that the work be carried out ap- 
proximately in the order following:—(1) The 
removal of the rock reefs at Bert and 
Monasterevan, and the underpinning and 
widening of the bridges. (2) Deepening and 
widening of the river bed, with simultaneous 
construction of embankments and bank pro- 
tection, as well as the excavation of the new 
diversion cuts, It is important, he mentions, 
that all existing obstructions should be re- 
moved before. the embankments are formed. 

For the stretch of river between Monaster- 
evan and Rathcoffy Bridge he. recommends 
that the work be ordered thus:--(1) The re- 
moval of any possible rock reefs, and the 
simultaneous widening and underpinning of 
bridges and the building of new ones. (2) 
The deepening and widening of the river bed, 
embankments, bank protection and diversion 
cuts. 

From Figill (Pass Bridge) to Cushaling 
Bridge the order of work will be similar to

FAILURE OF SHANGHAI 
CON FERENCE. 


From Revrer’s (ORRESPONDENT, 


SHANGHAI, Thursday. 

Negotiations have been broken off between 
the representatives of the Diplomatic Body 
and the Chinese delegates, owing to diver- 
gence of views. The former ate returning 
to Peking to-night. 

In reply to their definite proposals, the 
Chinese delegates presented a number of de- 
mands, which have no immediate bearing on 
recent events, but which they insisted must 
be dealt with simultaneously. 

It is understood that these demands in- 
cluded the “ rendition’ of the mixed court, 
the dismissal of the secretary of the Munici- 
pal Council, and the extension of the munici- 
pal franchise to Chmese. | 

The Chinese Delegation, moreover, inti- 
mated that these points must be dealt with 
at the same time as the incidents themselves. 

It is understood that the demands of the 
Chinese Delegation to-clay comprised the 
whole of the thirteen original demands. The 
whole question now goes back to Peking. 

MORE RIOTING. 

Following the brutal attack on the British 
police sergeant, J. J. Gavan, the rioters re- 
sumed their activity’ in the early hours of this 
morning, apparently for the purpose “of 
strengthening the stand of the Chinese dele-

At 8.15 o'clock to-night the adjourn- 
ment of the House of Commons was moved 
to permit of a discussion of the situation 
im China. Mr. Chamberlain, the Foreign 
Secretary, who had returned from Geneva 
this afternoon, was present, ready to. reply 
to Mr. C. P. Trevelyan, who was anxious 
for information as to the origin of the 
trouble beforé eéenditions arose which 
would: make it ampcssible to debate the 
matter with relative calmness. 

Mr. Trevelyan said that he only stated the 
obvious: when he declared that it was the 
elementary. duty Of the Government to take 
such steps as were necessary to safeguard the 
lives of the British and other white residents 
in China, and im so far as they complied with 
this obligation he could assure them: of the 
support of the official Opposition. 

It was undoubtedly the fact that the cause 
of the calamity at Shanghai arose out of the 
deplorable conditions of labour, but from the 
reports which reached him he came to the 
conclusion ‘that the firing upon the demonstra- 
tors was unnecessary and unjustifiable, and 
was a step which was calculated to lead to 
war. The Chinese, said Mr, Trevelyan, were 
seething with hatred against us, feeling, as 
they did, that their country was being 
governed by foreign exploiters. 

GOING BACKWARD. 

Mr. Chamberlain declared that no British 
Government would encourage evil conditions 
in Chinese factories or would “fail to do its 
best to raise the level of industria] conditions 
wherever its influence could be made to pre- 
vail, Proceeding to describe at some length 
internal conditions in China, the Foreign 
Secretary was interrupted by Mr. Jack Jones, 
who said: ‘‘ Don't read us essays.” 

The Deputy Speaker appealed for a patient 
hearing, whereupon Mr. Jones apologised, if 
he had done wrong, but said that he had read 
all this forty years ago, in his school days. 
They wanted something more than a lesson. 

Proceeding, Mr. Chamberlain said that: he 
thought that the Washington Conference had 
taken rather too rosy a view of what could 
be done. China had gone backward rather 
than forward during the post-war years. It 
was difficult to find any central authority 
representative of the Chinese Empire, or in 
whose power to enforce its authority 
in any part of China they could have any 
great faith. .He quite agreed that our first 
responsibility in China was the protection of 
British lives ‘and interests. he Chinese 
Government would be held responsible for all 
injury and damage inflicted on British sub- 
jects or on British property. 

Whilst. he did not defend. bad industrial. 
conditions, Mr. Chamberlain did not con- 
sider these a sufficient excuse for the cry of 
“kill the foreigner,’’ and for an advance on 
the police station, where large stocks of arms 
were kept. It was only when the station 
was endangered that the order. to fire was 
given—a step which saved bloodshed instead. 
of causing it. Inte the whole of these cir- 
cumstances 4here .would..be the fullest. and 
frankest investigation. 

Mr. Kirkwood—We accept that.

ST, GERMANS PLACED. 
ARCHIBALD’S COSTLY ERROR OF 
JUDGMENT. 


From Our TRAVELLING CORRESPONDENT. 


ASUUT, Vhursday Night. 

Another great triumph for Irish breeding 
has to be recorded, for Santoi a son, Santorb, 
who was reared at Captain Moore's stud in 
Co. Tipperary, gained a most decisive victory 
in the Gold Cup this afternoon, winning by 
a length from another Irish- bred colt, in 
Salmon Trout, with the favourite, St. Ger- 
mans, four lengths away, third. It was not 
decided until yesterday afternoon to start 
Santorb, and his owner, Mr. Barclay Walker, 
who is well known in Ireland, where he 
rented Rockingham for several years, re- 
mained fishing in Scotland, and did not come 
to see him run. 

The colt won by virtue of sheer stamina 
and because he loves the hard ground. His 
trainer is of the opinion that had the ground 
been as hard at Doncaster last year as it was 
this afternoon he would have beaten Salmon 
Trout, instead of running second to bim, in 
the St. Leger. In the mud at Chester last 
month Santorb was beaten out of a place in 
the Chester Vase, which Vermilion Pencil won 
by no fewer than 15 lengths. At Newbury 
last week he showed vastly improved form, 
winning the Summer Cup in good style. ‘To- 
day he was irresistible. 

Some of the jockeys who rode this after- 
noon said it was not a truly run race. As 
a matter of fact, it was run at a good pace 
throughout, and Donoghue never had an un- 
«1:7 moment on the colt, He went to the 
front when he wanted, and nothing ever 
troubled him. 
this wonderful stallion, Santoi, who himself 
won a Gold Cup 24 years ago, should in his 
old age have produced an Ascot hero like 
Santorb. Santoi was actually 23 years old 

when he covered Countess Torby, the dam 
of to-day’s winner, and this in its way is an 
even greater feat than Bend Or’s siring of 
Radium in his old age. 

That very capable trainer, James Rhodes, 
had Santorb wonderfully well, and certainly 
there is no trainer who turns out his horses 
looking better than Rhodes does. On looks. 
Santorb would take a prize anywhere, and 
of the half-dozen in the paddock he stood 
out as the accepted type of a Cup horse. 
St. Germans was very well, and I have sel- 
dom known Taylor show more confidence be- 
fore a race than he did in Lord Astor's colt. 
St. Germans was inclined to he fractious 
going te the post, but he looked splendidly 
ard and fit. Mr. R. GC, Dawson was very 
hopeful, indeed, of beating him with Salmon 
Trout, who had not been so fit this year as 
he was to-day. 


St. Germans a Strong Favosrite. 


Plack was amiss, but she pulled double for 
a mile and a half. However, she was heaten 
very soon after she headed Scullion on enter- 
tering the atraight. The French colt, 
Tricard, is @ very commanding sort, but is 
a little on the leg. His trainer did not do 
more than expect him to run well. for he 
doubted whether his class was anything like 
that of last year’s winner, Massine. St. 
Germans was always a very strong favourite, 
and at one time a shade of odds was laid on 
him, with Salmon Trout well backed at fours, 
while Santorb and Plack were each at tens. 

The extreme outsider, Scullion, made all 
the running, with Plack lying -second until 
they entered the straight, where Plack went 
to the front. She compounded quickly, how- 
ever, and Santorb, who had been lying third 
all the way, dashed into the lead. In the 
meantime Bullock, who had been lying fourth 
on St. Germans, and Carslake, who had been 
lyitig last on Salmon Trout, dashed their 
horses up, and made up half a dozen lengths 
in the space of a furlong or so. St. 
Germans drew. level with Santorb a 
quarter of a mile from home, but 
he very soon weakened, and was passed by 
Salmon Trout, who swerved slightly close 
home. It made no difference to the result, 
however, and Santorh went on to give 
Donoghue a very easy winning ride. h 
Bullock and Carslake lay a long way out of 
their ground until they were tur .ing into the 
straight, but, no matter how they had ridden 
their mounts, I do not think that it would 
have made any difference to the result. 6t. 
Germans seemed to fail mainly for lack of 
stamina, 

Although Gold Cup day is the great social 
event of Ascot, and draws the largest and 
most spectacular assemblage of the week, the 
racing, except for the Cup, is generally of a 
lower average than it is on the other three 
davs. Yesterday's fields were small in many 
instances. There were only two runners for 
the Churchill Stakes, where Daimyo made all 
the running and slammed Bucks ine 
hour was the total for the Rous Memorial, 
which Caravel gained the narrowest of crime 
head victories over Diophon, who swerved 
slightly close home, but had his head in front 
again a shade past the post. In another four- 
horse race for the Ribblesdale Stakes Glommen 
beat the favourite, Laughter Tor, by a head. 

There was nothing like the same close re- 
sult in the Granville Stakes, where the great 
young sprinter, Diomedes, taking up the run- 
hing after going a quarter of a mile, won in 
a canter by four lengths from Pigeon Post. 
It was anticipated that the All- Aged Stakes 
would be a match hetween Drake and Hevers- 
wood, but the latter, after making the run- 
ning for half the distance, began to lag, and 
Drake drew away to win in a canter from 
the moderate Defiance. Heverswood seems 
to have lost his speed—indeed. Jarvise's horses 
seem to be all out of form. 


An Outsider Wine. 


There was some weeping and gnashing of 
teeth after the race for the New Stakes, the 
big two-year-old event of the day, for the 
favourite, Monk’s Way, made all the run- 
ning and had the race well won when his 
jockey, Archibald, seemed to be taking matters 
too easily, and was caught and run out of 
it by the outsider, Buckler. Archibald was 
so far in front of the others that he seemed 
justified in not riding the colt right out, but 
the other came like a hurricane to get up 
and beat him: half a length. Amilcar, 
the dearest vearling of last year, made his 
débit in the race and ran very well, but 
he needs a little more time, when he will 
win races. Major McCalmont’s Tetratema 
colt. Mr. Brock, ran well and finished third. 
Buckler is a very good looking colt, owned 

by Sir Robert Jardine, from 

out of his One Thousand winner, 

He was thought to be still very 

backward, but although a very lucky winner 

to-day, I am sure he will prove a good one. 

lt is very pleasant to be able to congratulate 

Sir Robert Jardine on once more owning a 
good one. 

There is a very attractive programme for 
to-morrow, with the Wokingham Stakes as 
its chief item. There will be a big field for 
this, and such as Arausio, Stanhope and 
(ompiler—all proven sprinters—have chances. 
The three-year-old SILENT GUARD ran a 
really good race for six furlongs in the Royal 
Hunt Cup, and as he is to he started again 
he is very likely to win. Capture Him, I 
mav say, is much expected to win. Diomedes 
is also to be started again for the King's Stand 
Stakes, and the meeting of him and the four- 
vear-old Scherzo will be very interesting. As 
DIOMEDES has heen only once beaten, and 
that was when attempting a distance too far 
for him, he must be my selection to beat 
Scherzo. 

The Hardwicke Stakes will be an interest- 
ing race. in which St. Becan, who ran well 
in the Derby. is favourably treated iv the 
matter of weight.

CATTLE. 

DUBLIN METROPOLITAN CATTLE, 
North Circular road, Thutsday.—The weekly 
numbers of stock coming on our market con- 
tinue to register substantially smaller sup- 
plies than usually marketed here at this time 
of year; in fact, cattle are for some time past 
1,200 head Jess than average, whilst sheep and 
lambs are over 2,000 to head under 
seasonable weekly entries. Nevertheless, sup- 
plies continue greatly in excess of the busi- 
mess practicable, the shipping offtake being 
particularly, discouraging. Trading this 
morning was of much the same irregular and 
uncertain routine as previously, with values 
all round further more or less seriously dis- 
counted, Cattle must again be written 2s. to 
4s. per ewt. cheaper, for in some special cases 
last week up to 60s., 62s. and 64s. per cwt. 
was paid, whereas to-day the tip-top of mar- 
ket was inside 56s. to 588. per cwt., the 
latter being for fancy quality heifers, and 
former extreme price obtainable for good 
quality bullocks. Commoner and rougher de- 
scriptions of cattle were at relatively more 
pronounced money disadvantage. Nice quality 
sheep on the scarce side, and many lots which 
vere found unsaleable last Thursday were 
more readily placed, but, as a rule, prices 
must be written another 2s. to 3s. worse. 
Lambs irregular in values, and coming on to 
mid-day a considerable number of pens were 
still without buyers’ marks, Values through- 
out the morning were up and down. As 
compared with the corresponding market of 
last vear, prime cattle are’ now practically 
par with. prices then current, whereas mut- 
ton is about ld. to 2d. per lb. dearer. Lambs 
stand about 2s. to 3s. per head over current 
rates of 1924. Advices from Montreal indi- 
cate that trade there for cattle is badly 
affected by the extremely hot weather, and 
prices are down about 25 cents per cwt. lbs, 
on previous quotations. The shipments ad. 

vised for the coming week are less than for 
the past few weeks, being only about 1,450 

head for the -usual English and Scotch ports 

of debarkation. There has been some agita- 

tion with regard to shipping prices of cattle 

there, and 25 dollars per head has been spoken 

of, which was considered would altogether 

shut out the Canadian trade with England 

for cattle, but we understand now that 

freight rates have been settled for July and 
August at 20 dollars per head.
